The problem with running the C64 emulator and digicom is the fact that no 
cassette port exists! Kind of hard to run the digicom modem that way. You might 
be able to run baycom (the IBM version of digicom) with an IBM emulator, but 
the fact that it has a TSR and talks to the com port hardware might preclude 
that. If you have a TNC and want to run it (I'm not sure if this conversation 
is in regards to hardware/software solutions so apologies if I'm off topic) 
there is a packet terminal program for the amiga and NOS is also available.
